_festo to the French People. 


Exiled Princes Victor Called to Head a 


Movement for Restoration. 


ROYALISTS AND IMPERIALISTS PLOT- 
TING AGAINST THE REPUBLIC. 


Every Step ofthe Nation’s Enemies OCare- 
fully Watched by the .Government— 
They Lack a Leader, and Their Plans 
Will Prove Abortive—More Warrants 
Issued Against Senators and Deputies 
~Progress of the Panama Investiga- 
tion. 


. PARIS, Dec. 22.—To-day itfts the Bonapart- 
ists that are stepping to the front to take ad- 
Vantage ofthe difficulties of ‘the Republic 
The activity of the Koyalists aroused the 
jealously of the Imperialist teaders, and ata 
secret conclave they drafted a manifesto, ad- 
dressed tothe people of France, urging them 
to recall the House of Bonaparte to the 
throne, 

’ This manifesto has not yet been issued, but 
awaits the approval of Prince Victor, the 
present recognized head of the ex-Imperial 
family. Prince Victor is now in Brussels 
and the Bonapartist leaders in Paris have 
sent agents to that city to induce him to 
sign the manifesto and authorize its publica- 
tion. Prince Victor has been living in com- 
parative retireme nt recently, but has Kept 
a carefal watch upon the course of events 
and his friendsin Paris claim that he will be 
found fully equal to any crisis that may 
Grise, and while prudent as to taking a de- 
cisive step he will be positive and courageous 
in action when once the step Is taken. 

The imperialists have been canvassing 
enrnestiy for supporters among the Depu- 
ties, but not with much success. As the 
chances of a revolution avainst republican 
government seem to increase, the division 
‘Detween Monarchists and Bonapartists 
Widens, the mémbers of the two parties, 
heretofore on common ground as opponen's 
ofthe Republic, now showing considerable 
jealousy as to which party shall profit by the 
dificuities of the Republic. Already tis 
jealousy is showing itself in strained rela- 
tions between the prominent members of the

WHERE THE BLOW WILL BE DEALT. 


Should the Bonapartists act it is expected 
thatthey will attempt to strike a biow in 
Paris rather than inthe provinces. They, 
like the Monarchists, are being carefully 
watched, and every movement Is reported to 
M. Ribot and President Carnot. The pro- 
ceedings of the secret conclave at which the 
manifesto was determine: upon were Known 
to the Government almost as soon as the 
conclave had adjourned, and the Govern- 
ment is already in possession of the terms of 
the manifesto. | 

Not so much importance Is attached by the 


‘authorities to Borapartist as to Monarchist 


agitation. The ancient royal house has still 
a large following in the provinces, as shown 
during the recent visit of the Countess of 
Paris to France, when hundreds thronged to 
kiss her hand and she was received at vari- 
ous places with all the loyalty and honor that 
could be shown to agqueen. This following 
could easily be aroused into a formidable 
demonstration that it would cost much effort 
to suppress, and the royalist cause 
would receive the sympathy of ltundreds 
of thousands of smindled Panama stock- 
helders who despise what they re- 
gard as the bastard Bonapartist that 
trades onthe fame of the great Napoleon 
and have learned to hate the Kepublic whose 
representatives are exposed as partics to the 
Panama fraud. The Government, therefore, 
while keeping a careful outiook on the 
Bonapartists,considers that it has little to 
fearinthat direction. In Paris tue great 
majority hate the Bonapartist pretensions 
and aredissatisfied with the Republic only 
pecauge itdoes not go far enough to suit 
them. 

The Parisian mob ts not for reaction, but 
tends in the other direction. Besides, the 
connection of Prince Victor with the royal 
house of Italy, and,therefore, indirectly with 
the Triple Alliance,is a serious obstacleto his 
popularity with Frenchmen. For all those 
reasons the Bonapartist manifesto, should it 
be issued, will cause but little uneasiness to 
the Republic, while the course of the Mon- 
archists, who are.known to have the earnest 
sympathy ofevery crowned head in Europe,is 
rexarded with jealous and anxious vigilance. 
The Government is greatly gratified by the 
action of the Pope in refusing at this critical

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and the friendly relations of chureh and 
state will undoubtedly be strengthened 
should the crisis result in triumph for the 
Government.

THE PROVINCES TRANQUIL. 

Many rumors haye been current here as to 
the attitude of the’pre _ 4 toward the Govr- 
ermment because of t.6 Panama scandal, 
some of the reports golng so far as to say 
that the country divisions were upon the 
verge of revolution. This morning the Goy- 
ernment issued a denal of these dis- 
quieting rumors, declaring that the pre- 
fects in all the provinces report their 
districts tranquil, with not the slightest in- 
dication of an outbreak. Of course, feeling 
is deeply stirred by the revelations, but there 
is littie to fear from the country districts. 

Paris is the center of the scandal, as it 
would be of any ettempt to strangle the 
Kepublic. The manto shape events in the 
direction of monarchy ts wanting and with- 
outa leader the monarclists, strive as they 
may, have no hope of success. 


DR. HERZ’ RECORD, 


THE MAN NOW IN HIDING IN ENGLAND WELL 
KNOWN IN AMERICA, 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Dec. 22.—Dr. Corne- 
jius Herz, the man who escaped the clutches 
of the Panama Canal Investigating Commit. 
tee by crossing the channel to England, cut 
quite aswathin San Francisco some years 
ago. His name is Dr. Cornelius Herz. Herz 
came here in 1874, announcing as he estab- 
lishea himself as a physician that he wasa 

‘of the famous Dr. Soulage, a specialist 


on diseases of the brain. He immediately went 
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work forming acquaintancesamong the

members of the upper'ten, {n which he was 
very successful, so successful, indeed, that 
he wasasort of a Ward McAllister. Soon 
after arriving he prevailed upon Dr. re 
an old practitioner of San Francis to g 
into partnership with him. Dr. Stout agreed, 
but from what he says his experience with 
Herz was not of the most pleasant chara cter. 
Dr. Stout was seen at St. Luke’s Hospital 
and here is what he has to say: : 

‘*‘That man Herz made the fairest repre- 
sentations to me and I believed him, but he 
left me bankrupt. It was too much for me at 
my time of life. I gave him everything I had. 
I am not surprised that when he reached 
Paris he cut a figure and worked other 
schemes. Iam too old now and teo infirm 
to care much, but if Iwas younger I wouid 
like to meet Herz for a few niinutes.’’ 

Herz treated W. H. Lyon, a brewer of large 
wealth, for some brain affection. It was not 
known till several weeks after Herz suddenly 
left in 1887 to go ‘to Paris how much he had 
collected. Note after note, each for $10,000 
and each bearing the undoubted signature of 
Lyon, came pouring tin on the brewer. 

‘*The total amount,’’ said Lawyer Thomas, 
who had been Mr. Lyon’s attorney, ‘‘was 
over $100,000. As Lyon was known to be re- 
sponsible, Herz hadan easy job to discount 
his notes. They were placed with at least 
ten different parties. 

‘*altogether Herz had cashed in about 
$100,000 from these notes. As the signature 
in each case was genuine the notes had to be 
paid. Mr. Lyon was intensely scrupulous 
about paying his debts. He insisted on 
squaring with the world each day, even 
down to the smallest domestic expenses. 
You can readily understand that this ava- 
lanche of indebtedness drove him almost 
mad. Ihave not beard of Lyon fora doren 
years. There wasa report that he had gone 
to Kurope and I beard later that he had 
turneda mild imbecile itn Paris, and that 
Herz was taking care of him there.’’ 

Herz ts charged with many other financial 
transactions which itis said would not bear 
the light of rigid investigation. Among these 
was the issuing of notes under the firm 
name of Selier and Herz, electrical experts. 
Selier is quoted tn a published interview as 
having to pay $13,000 Of these notes. Another 
transaction in whicn he ts said to have 
figured in an unfavorable licht was the tIn- 
Velgling of millionaire tatham into an elec- 
tric light scheme in Paris whereby he (Herz) 
secured $23,000 of the mililonaire’s money. 


HERZ IN LONDON. 
LONDON, Dec. 22.—Cornelius Herz, who is 
implicated inthe Panama scandals, fs at the 
Burlington Hotel suffering from nervous 
prostration. His only company Is an un- 
known lady, who has declared. that the tnter- 
view inthe Par'!s Fcho is fictitious, and that 
no person except herself and the doctors has 
seen M. Herz since he has been in London, 


HE ONCE LIVED IN CHICAGO. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Dec. 22.—Dr. Herz, whose 
connection with the Panama scandal in 
Paris is causing such a sensation, was oncea 
resident of this city, having come Nere just 
prior to the big fire. In 1848 the Herz family 
emiyrated from Besancon, a town near the 
German frontier, to New York, where they 
settled. Dr. Hergreceivedan early educa- 
tion In New York and completed his studies 
in kurope., 

Whenthe Franco-Prussian war broke out 
Herz wasin Germany. He immediately left 
his books and offered his services to France 
and tought bravely through the war. After 
the war he came back to America and found 
that his parents had moved to Chicago. Ue 
arrived here justin timetosee the Dig fire 
and to narrowly escape with hislife. He 
staid in. Chicago until late in 1872. He made 
many friends, but fire times were hard times 
for new-comers and he went to New York, 
There he was well received by prominent 
Hebrews who had him appolated a physi- 
Clan in the Jewish Hosplial, Mount Sinal. 
its abtiities soor eave Rima lesding position 
on its medical staf, 

But Herz was ambitious—ambitious to be 
even more thoroughly American, among 
Other things. Sohe married a soston lady 
and went to San Francisco in = 1875 to live. 
There he practiced medicine and served sev- 
eral years on the Municipal Board of Health. 
About this time he became interested in 
electricity. Hedeived deeply into the sci- 
ence ayd made a success of it. He then 
started important electrical works in San 
Francisco and o:her-parts of the coast. Then 
he madeup his mind that France was the 
field tor himand he went Straight to France. 
He was right. His foree of will and 
energy and his solid acgquirements forced 
attention toward himself. He founded 
the review called La Lumiere Electrique, 
which wasa success fromthe start and had 
correspondents allover the world. He in 
troduced electric penting and-made it prac- 
tical. He was the head and front of the 
electrical exhibiti6n of 1881 and in’ the Con- 
gress of Electrics held during the exhibi- 
tion, he was the representative of the United 
States. He sought this position to show his 
loyalty to his adopted country. 

br. Herz is well. remembered in Chicago, 
where he has manyfriends. Joseph Herz, 
his brother, who has Hved here since 1870, is 
a manufacturer’s agent. 

PUSHING THE PROBE. 
MORE WARRANTS ISSUED AGAINST OFFICIALS 
SMIRCHED BY THE PANAMA SCANDAL. 

PaRIs, Dec. 22.—The Matin says that fifteen 
more warrants have been prepared against 
Senators and Deputies ana that public pros- 
ecutorsin the country districts have been 
instructed to search the residences of ac- 
cused persons and examine witnesses for 
evidence inrelationto the charges. These 
proceedings will, it is apprehended, add 
greatly to the excitement In the country 
districts. 

The newspaper La Lantern’e says that the 
papers discovered yesterday in the examin- 
ation of documents belonging tothe company 
that supplied. dynamite for the work on the 
Panama Canal, show that Deputies Naquet, 
Laguerre, St. Martin and Laur had received 
money from Arton, the go-between in the 
corruption, for their votes in the Chamber. 

M. Floquet, President ofthe Chamber of 
Deputies, appeared for examination before 
the ’anama investigating committee to-day. 
He deciared emphatically that he had never 
received from the Panama Company money 
forthe secret service, or for any other ob- 
ject. It will be recalled that M. Kouvler, 
lately Minister of Finance, stated in his 
speech in the Chamber of Deputies on Tues- 
day, that when he assumed office he found 
the secret service fund depleted and had re- 
ceived personal loans from friends to enable 
himtocarry on the business of the secret 
servic bureau. 

M. Yves-Guyot, formerly Minister of Public 
Works, has been summoned to appear vefore 
the committee to explain the statement 
made by him thata ful’ list of the names of 
the men compromised in the scandal had 
been seen by President Carnot. The com 
mittee desired to hear M. Yves-Guyot to-day, 
but he refused toappear before the investi- 
gators, basing his refusal on the ground that 
the statement attributed to htm had been 
distorted by aspy. He did not wish, he 
added, to countenance proceedings that 
Mingled President Carnot’s name with the 
prosecution of thore Implicated in the affair. 

Writing from her country home toa friend 
in Paris Mme. de Lesseps Says: ‘‘Excuse this 
scrawl, for my fingers are nearly frozen. We 
are scarcely able tokeep up the fires in this 
inodest home, transformed intoa magnificent 
chateau by our enemies. We are now en- 
gaged in putting up some plain stoves whose 
pipes pass out through the windows. It 
looks as If We had gone back to feudal times; 
a fortifed chateau provided with loopholes, 
to defend us against our enemies, whence 
issues smoke instead of shot, which would be 
quite good enough to drive off our present as- 
sailants. lam busy answering letters of 
sympathy which are pouring IN from ali 
quarters of the globe. Such kindness is 
touching.’’

Rome Is pub- 
lished in the Paris papers, showing the utter 
failure of the emissaries of the French Royal- 
ists to Induce the holy see to alter its present 
friendly feeling toward the French Republic, 


a feeling that has characterized the policy of 
the Vatican for the past two years. 


SPECTERS OF FRANOF. 


THE COUNT OF PARIS AND THE HEIR OF THE 
BONAPARTES. 

The hope ofthe Royalists in this extremity 
of the French Republic, the Compte de Paris, 
grandson of Louls Philippe, appeals to many 
Frenchmen both by the prestige of his name 
and by reason of his personal merits. He is 
brave, handsome, soldierly, and by na- 
ture religious, though entirely free from fa- 
natiscism. To this galaxy of admirable 
qualities he adds the somewhat rare quality 
—in a Bourbon—of being fully in sympathy 
with his age. 

During his many years of exile he devoted 
himself assiduously to the study of social 
and industrial problems. He made 
long and frequent journeys through all the 
manufacturing districts of England, ac- 
quainting himself with the details of the 
workmen’s lives, their privations and 
sufferings, and visited nearly all the fa- 
mous co-operativo communities, where 
the theories of philanthropists for miti- 
gating the tyranny of capital over labor have 
been tried by actual experiment. The Count 
is himself a_ skillful pamphleteer, and 
has written several able papers embody- 
ing the results of his observations, pro- 
jecting therein his theories of amellor- 
ating the condition of the working classes. 
His recent ‘‘History of the American 
Civil War’’—of which two volumes have been 
issued—proves his brilliant qualities as a 
writer and historian.On his return to Paris his 
favorite occupation was to wander through 
older streets of the city, insome dim old shop 
hefpot unfrequently met in conversation with 
a bilnue-bloused workman, both deep in 
schemes forthe advancement of social re 
form. 

Iie was married in 1867 to his beautiful 
cousin, the charming and talented Princess 
Isabella, dauguter of the Duc de Montpen- 
sier. By her he has had several children, the 
eldest of whom, the Duc G'Orieane gives 
promise of rare genius. - 

During the present Republic they have not 
lifteda finger to disturbits repose. What- 
ever agitation is madein their behalf is the 
work oftheir party. They themselves re- 
fuse to take the least share in furthering 
their monarchical Interests. 

By the wiil of the Prince Imperial the eldest 
sonof Prince Napoleon, young Victor, was 
named as the next heir to the throne. 
He is a young man of little ambition, 
and only a short time ago presented 
himselfto the French authorities and ex- 
pressed his willingness tobe enrolled as one 
of the defenders of the Repulhlic in’ the Na- 
tignal army, His wish was not complied 
with, however, and tie was escorted across 
the boruer. Since then he has been living in 
exile in Belgium.

Dan Lamont Will

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 22.—President- 
elect Cleveland has decided upon at least one 
Cabinet officer, and that person ts his former 
private secretary, Col. Dan Lamont, who is 
the Secretary of the Navy. 

As none ofthe old Cabinet officers will re- 
turn here with Cleveland, he has decided 
that Washington without Dan would be un 
bearable. Col. Danis making a great deal 
ofmoney in New York with Mr. Whitney 
and he preferred to remain there, but Mr.

Lamont and Don M. Dickinson are working 
hard to get A. W. Lyman of Montanato ar- 
range his businesS so he can accept the post 
of Private Secretary to Mr. Cleve- 
land. Mr. Dickinson says there is not a 
particle of truth in the report that Congress- 
man Mike Harter has been offered the Treas 
ury portfolio. The story was started forthe 
purpose of making mischief. It has come 
to be a certainty that if John 
G. Carlisle is not the next Secretary of the 
Treasury, it will be because he cannot be in- 
duced to accept the portfolio. Strong pres- 
sure is being brought to Dear upon him, and 
though he is personally opposed to sur- 
rendering a life tenure of the 
Senate, he will probably take the place 
now occupied by Mr. Foster.

Twenty-five Paces With Dueling Pistols 
the Conditions—The Combatants In- 
duced to Desist by Their Seconds—The 
“‘Honor’’ of Each Fully Vindicated— 
Leave Takings Before the Encounter— 
Detalis of the Duel. 


Paris, Dec. 22.—M, Clemenceau and 
Deroulede met on thé Meld of honor this 
morning. Distance twenty-five paces. The 
weapons were pistols. Three shots were ex- 
changed without Injury teeither of the com- 
batants, when they werpinduced to desist 
by their seconds and friends. 

Gen. Felix Gustav S@uSsier, the Military 
Governor of Paris and Veternn of service in 
the Crimea, Italy, Vexioo and Africa,refused 
to act as an arbitrator between M. Deroulede 
and M. Clemencean, am@ no resource was 
left but for the @wo Deputies to 
meet each other wu the field of 
honor. The idea of ar#tration was every- 
where ridiculed as an evi@ence of cowardice 
on the part of Derouledeg who suggested It, 
and Gen. Saussier himge@lf is sald to have 
entered a very emphatic Memark which shows

THE CONDITIONS. 

Upon .Gen, Saussier declining to have any- 
thingto dowith theaffaig MM. Desiaudes, a 
Deputy, was appealed tg, and heat once 
proceeded to arbitrate in away to bring 
things to a climax. He decided that 
M. Deroulede and M. Clemenceau 
should have an opportunity to 
take six shots at each other. 
The proposition to come as near as five 
paces he considered too mumierousand alto- 
gether contrary to the traditions of French 
dueling. So he held thatthe combatants 
should be placed twenty-five paces apart, 
vith the privilege of advancing three 
stens during the firing. The one that 
happened to be periorated first 
was to bave an opportunity of stating, if he 
was able, whether his honor was suflictently 
satisfied. If not, then the firing was tocon- 
tinue untilthe six shots or the combatants 
were exhausted. 

TAKING LEAVE OF FRIENDS. 

As soon asthe decision had. Deen delivered 
providing the terms on which the due) shoul4 
be toucht Clemenceau and Deroulede made 
préparations for the encounter” The parting 
between Deroulede and his friends on 
his start for the dueling ground 
was very affecting. He embraced and Kissed 
them repeatedly and assured them that he 
would do honortothem ard himself. When 
one of nis friends expressed a hope that the 
encounter would not havea fatal result, De- 
roalede shook his head mournfully. He fally 
expected, he declared, to lose his life, Dut 
had noregretsto express for what he had 
uttered. He allowed his friends to divide 
locks of his hair between them, and. then 
stepped into a cab with his seconds and was 
driven rapidly to the new race-course at St, 
Quen. 

Meanwhile M. Clemenceau, who I{s said to 
have spentthe morning with Mme. Reich- 
emberg, likewise prepared to go the scene of 
mortal comDat. Hie gave directions, 
as usual, about the issue of 
La Justice, his new paper, and 
left orders as to the management of the 
paper in the event ofany fatality occurring 
to him. The staff crowded around their 
chief, and he kissed and embraced them each 
in turn, while some of them shed tears and 
begged him not to expose himself to more 
danger than necessary. 

M. Clemenceau gently rebuked these ad- 
vices. ‘‘I have stood on the fleld of honor 
too often,’’ he remarked, ‘‘tto have any ap- 
prehension.’”’ 

He said that he preferred death to ais- 
honor and spoke ina tone of resolution that 
evoked the admiration of his assistants. 

ON THE BLOODLESS FIELD. 

The two parties repairedtothe paddock of 
the St. Ouen race course and preparations 
were at once made for the encounter. The 
seconds measured off the twenty-five paces 
and the surgeon who accompanied the party 
produced a case of instruments ready for 
immediate use fn probing for bullets, etc. 

The two antagonists were pale, but showed 
no signs of weakness. M. Deronlede kept 
bis eye on the loading of the pistols while M. 
Clemenceau walked about in the paddock 
waiting for the word, 

The pistols having been loaded in a man- 
ner satisfactory to them they both faced each 
other without apparent emotionand received 
the weapons from the hands of their seconds. 

At the word ‘‘fire’’ both pistols were dis- 
charged almost simultaneously. The bullets 
went wide of the mark and a spectator 
climbed hastily down from the paddock 
fence on which he had been perched. The 
seconds and witnesses Moved a little farther 
of. 

Atthe second round, the combatants ele- 
vated their Weapons and Diazedaway. This 
time it was evident that tle shots had gone 
hich. Neither was hurt. M, Clemenceau 
coolly raised his weapon again. 

A friend rushed forwari and expressed a 
hope that the combatants would consider 
their honor satisfiedand crease the murder- 
ousencounter. Botn declared that they must 
have anothber—a third—shor. 

Again the pistols were raised ana two puffs 
of smoke told that two buli«ts had shot forth. 
No harm was done, although M. Deroulede 
examined acornerofhis coat with an ap- 
pearance of apprehension, vut was relieved on 
discovering it undamaged. 

The two seconds then ran up and insisted 
that the fight must terminate; that both had 
bebaved in a most heroic manner, and that 
the outrage upon their hon: rbad been fully 
vindicated. 

Clemenceau and DeTroulede eonsented to 
accept the decision and the quel came toa 
close. The twoduelsts were overwhelmed 
with congratulations on courage and 
coolness they had exhibitea onthe trying 
occasion and were escorte’ back py crowds

BUTCHER HALLINGER. 


Jersey City’s Negro Murderer Executed 
To-Day. 

JERSEY City, N. J., Dec. 23.—Edward W. 
Hallinger, the negro murderer, was hanged 
atthe Hudson County Jail at 10:06 o’clock 
this morning. Death was by slow strangula- 
tion. He wasnot pronounced dead until he 
had been hanging nineteen minutes. A tele- 
gram was received from Lawyer Pesilall at 
9:30 o’clock asking the Sheriff to wait antil2 
o’clock this afternoon, but no attention was 
paid tothe request. Hesaidhe would have 
the case before a Justice at 100’clock. 

Half an hour before the execution Lawyer 
Peshall, who secured the previous stays in 
Hallinger’s case and who has been before 
several judges within the past week, 
telegraphed, asking that the execution be de- 
layed untli 20’clock, as Judge Dalias of the 
Uniied states Court at Philadelphia would 
hear the application fora stay at 10 o'clock. 
The telegram served only to expedite mat- 
ters. At 9:45 the court and sheriff juries 
were sworn in at the Court-house. They 
marched across tothe jalland upa winding 
staircase to the second corridor of the 
prison. Here they formed in twolines and 
awaited the arrival of the doomed man. 

A 10:08 the sheriff, followed by Hallinger 
and two priests, entered and passed between 
the twolines of witnesses, Thenegro was 
neatly dressed and walked jauntily down the 
corridor, nodding and smiling at those whom 
he recognized. He took his position 
beneath the scaffolding and watched the 
hangman curiously as he attached the noose. 
When all was ready the Sheriffasked him if 
he had anythingtosay. Hallinger repiled: 

‘*‘Naw. Nothingto say, except that Fr. 
Hallahan will do what I asked him.’’ 

‘The drop then fell. 

The crime for which Hallinger was 
hanged to-day was committed on Sunday, 
April 5, 1891, and was one of the most brutal 
in the criminal annals of New Jersey. 

Hallinger, while in Connecticut several 
years ago, met a woman named May Patter- 
son. He became fascinated with her and 
induced hertocometo New Jersey and live 
with him as his wife. Hallinger was at that 
time a Baptist preacher, but was compelled 
to give up his calling, owing to his relations 
with the woman. Fora while he worked at 
his trade ofa lather. He wasaman or fine 
physique and strength, which attracted the 
attention of some sporting men, who per- 
suaded him toenter the prize ring. He was 
quite successful in his new role uuotila man 
by the name of Bill Dunn defeated him and 
then Hallinger returned to his trade. 

In their home in Jersey City Hallinger and 
his mistress did not live very happily. He 
was ofa quarrelsome disposition and when 
in tiquor a brute. He often beaithe woman 
and threatened her life. Thecilmax to the 
numerous quarrels finally came on the morn- 
ing of AprilS5. Hallinger had been ona pro- 
tracte’ spree and onthe day before he had 
visited the ‘*‘Swamp,’’ where he remained 
drinking until midnight. While in one of the 
low dives in that locality_a man remarked to 
him that he believed his mistress was untrue 
tohim. Hallinver was extremely jealous of 
the woman, and this news tired his jealousy 
to a high pitch, 

About 1 o’clock Sunday morning he reached 
home almost Insane with rage. He imme- 
diately went to the bDeuUside of his mistress. 
She was asleep, and beside her lay her two 
chiltren. In a corner of the room was a 
hatchet. This he grasped in one hand and 
approactfed the Dedsiie. In a second he 
clutched the woman Dy the throat and raised 
the ax. The woman awokeand screamed 
murder. The hatchet fell and the woman’s 
skull was splitopen. ‘Ihe enraged brute then 
began to hack the face of his mistress, cut- 
ting italmost into pleces, Then he attacked 
the lower limbs, cutting them ina revolting 
manner. The tenants in the house were 
aroused by the cry -of the woman and 
the notse of the blows, together with the 
oaths uttered by the murderer as he hacked 
his victim. The police were notified at once 
and Hallinger.was captured just as he was 
about to leave the house. 

Although as Dilack as coal, Hallinger 
claimed to be a nailve of Tralee, County Ros- 
common, Ireland, and that he was born on 
St. Patrick’s Day. He said his father was an 

Arabian and his mothera bhalf-breed Amnieri- 
canindian. ‘they met each other in Ireland, 
where they were married. 

Charles H. Peshall, counsel for Hallinger, 
was indefatigable in his endeavors to save 
hts client froin the gallows, having been suc- 
cessful three times in securing a stay, priicl- | 
pally on the ground that the manner in which 
tiallinger had been tried was illegal, the case 
having been tried withouta jury.

LOCATED BUT HE MAKES HIS 
ESCAPE. 

CINCINNATI, O., Dec, 22,—The business com- 
munity has not forgotten the substitution, a 
short time ago, of brown paper for $35,000 in 
bills sent by express from New York city to 
banks in Texas. The tracing of crimes 
soon developed the fact that the respons!- 
bility clearly rested with the express compa- 
nies and that responsibility was promptly 
assumed by them. Meantime the companies 
interested were not asleep, for it Is one of the 
car ‘inal principles of the express companies 
to give no peace to its dictatorial and dishon- 
estemployes. The result of the investiga- 
tion ofthe affairhas beento make it plain 
that the substitution of the $35,000 of bilis 
that left New York three weeks azo for that 
brown paper that astonished the officers 
of the Galveston bank when the 
packages were opened, was committed 
by Charles A. Hardin, a messenger of the 
Adam ExpressCo., running between Cin- 
cinnati and Nashville. It was not widely 
known that the packages passed through 
Cincinnati as they left New York by the 
United States Express. It appears they were 
transferred to the Adams Express here, and 
Mr. Hardin took the dangerous experiment 
of making himself rich. His crime was 
discovered, but unfortunately the vigilant 
detectives who had him under surveillance 
lost sight of him and he fled last night.

The Georgia Congressman’s Re-elec- 
tion Assured. 


NO STRONG OPPOSITION HAS MANI- 
FESTED ITSELF. 


Don M. Dicxinson Emooths Over the Re- 
form Club Incident—Grover Cleveland 
Will Do Nothing to Influence the Or- 
ganization of the House—Patriotic Fur- 
poses of the Incoming Administration. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dee. 22,.—Since the

| Marrow Escape of Mrs. Gen. Aenenean 
From an Awful Fate-Four Men 
Seriously Injared in a Head-End Col- 
Mision —-Two Children Drowned — 
‘Washed Overboard at Sea. 
New York, Dec. 22.—The spectacle of a 


bandsome woman hastily arrayed in morn- 
ing robes, a leader of society, sitting en- 


throned upon the roof of her own bay-win- 
Gow with a fortune of glittéring gems in her 
lap against a background of black smoke, 
Waiting to be taken down, attracted a 
crowd in Gramercy Park to-day. They 
cheered to the echo when the _ rescuer 
appeared and Mts. Lloyd Aspinwall was car- 
ried down in the arms of a galiant fireman, 
leaving in the excitement her jewels behind, 
~to which she clung so tightly through the 
danger. Then the hose was turned onand 
the fire putout. It is on Gramercy Square, 
a handsome brown = stone-front, five 
stories hich with the bay window extending 
the height of two stories. Atthetimeof the 
outbreak this morning Mrs. Asp!nwall was In 
herroomon the third floor dressing. Fire 
had broken out in the dumb-waliter 
and was sweeping up through the house. An 
infant was carried out by a screaming 
nurse and Gen. Aspinwall and his son hur- 
ried out from the dining-room to the street 
to see what it wasallabout. They found out 
quickly enough. As they stood 
looking about for Mrs. Aspinwall, 
a window in the third story 
was openedand that lady herself stepped 
out, shutting down the sash behind her and 
perched uponthe slanting roof of the bay 
window. She braced her feet against the 
gutter and sat bolding her jewel basket in 
her lap. There was no ° ladder at 
band long enough toreach her lofty perch. 
Vainly her husband and the neighbors 
looked around forone, But asthe gathering 
crowd stood beneath watching her s\tting 
there, the smoke-filled room was reflected 
axgainstthe window pane behind her. It 
had leaped from the hallway to the room, 
following the garlands of Christmas ¢greet- 
ings that had been hungin the house, as a 
trail is sure to lead ittu its prey. Even while 
the crowd stared the pane cracked and broke 
and the smoke poured out behind the woman, 
who could not stiran inch without falling to 
her death. At that momenta fire engine 
dashed around the corner of the square. 
Fireman Thomas Coleman grabbed a scaling 
ladder, hooked it om the bay window and ran 
upitilke a cat. Resting on the side, he 
hooked it up a story higher, end rescued 
Mrs. Aspinwail. Woman like, when it was 
in sight her nerve gave way. She slid 
into the arms ofthe freman leaving behind 
her the precious bx. He was about tocarry 
her down the sealing iadder, when another 
ladder was thrown up alongside, makingit a 
broader and safer highway for the descent.

hie hadtainted. The firemen put the fire 
out without uch trouble and recovere the 
forgotten jewels, wiich they handed over to 
the owner, The house was damaged $20,000 
or more.

OFFICIAL ETIQUETTE. 

Much that is amazing and shocking has 
occurred at the City Hall within the past 
few days, but citizens may congratulate 
themselves that one invaluable and glorious 
thing has been saved from the wreck. 
Although the law has been neglected and 
broken, the Treasury robbed of $64,000, 
the City Hall set on fire, and the Assistant 
Treasurer slain by hisown hand, the beau- 
tiful code of official etiquette which 
guides the conduct of municipal af- 
fairs has been preserved intact and 
inviolate. This ray of sweetness and 
light which brightens the dullness of 
official monotony and gilds the dingiest 
nook in the municipal barn has never 
ceased to shine undimmed. 

Who can help swelling with admiration 
at the devotion to this charming element 
of official life which is revealed at every 
turnin the investigation of the Foerstel 
defalcation? 

Auditor Brown in explaining why he did 
not receive the coupons which should 
have been canceled every month said 
that it was the business of Comptroller 
Stevenson and the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to cancel them and bring them to 
him, and he waited for them to doso. The 
fact that the law said that they must be 
canceled and that he must receive them 
cut no figure in the case. Better that the 
law be violated and the Treasury robbed 
than that he should annoy and offend that 
shining model of military precis- 
ion and exactitude, Comptroller 
Stevenson, by suggesting that he 
do his duty. Chairman Oole of the 
Ways and Means Committee courteously 
waited ‘on the ‘‘Shining Model,’’ and 
the ‘‘Shining Model’’ waited on 
Chairman Cole and Treasurer Foer- 
stel. The Comptroller, feeling secure 
under that admirable system . of 
checks which he believed kept 
vigilant guard night and day over the 
public funds,doubtless thought it would be 
unpardonable official rudeness to subject 
the Treasurer tothe annoyance of having 
his accounts and safe examined without 
consulting his convenience. Even the 
Grand-jury was overawed by the impres- 
siveness of Oity Hall etiquette and pigeon- 
holed. a charge of croodkedness on the 
official assurance that all was well in the 
Treasurer’s office, The only infringement 
of the code was made by Acting Mayor 
Walbridge, who offered the insult of suse-

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THE RESPONSIBILITY. 


Every fresh development in the Treasury 
defalcation makes it look worse for all the 
city officials who were concerned in caring 
for the city’s cash. Young Foerstel him- 
self was well known as an amateur real 
estate speculator, promoter and fast man 
about town. The officials whose duty it 
waéd to check his accounts must have been 
aware of his habits; ifthey were not they 
were guilty of innocence not seemly in 
public officers, and yet they, by their 
own admission, allowed six months to pass 
without making the real audit which 
would instantly have revealed the pecula- 
tions. 

But there was further neglect, 
1651 of the Revised Ordinances 
that 

Afl bonds, notes, ceupons, orother public 
Mabilities of the city so paid by or on account 
of the Treasurer, shallbe returned directly 
to him, and onceevery month, and oftener, 
ifhe desires it, the account ofthe Treasurer 
for such payments, including all com nis- 
sions and expenses, shall be examined by 
the Comptroller and Committee of Ways and 
Means, and the amount thereof shall be 
certified by them to the Auditor to be 
audited and allowed in favor of the Treas- 
urer, asother claims are, and such bonds, 
notes, coupons or other indebtedness shall 
be by them effectually canceled and deiivered 
to the Auditor for safe keeping, for which he 
Shall execute duplicate receipts, one of 
which shall be delivered to the Oomptroiler. 

But the Assistant Comptroller says that 
this law ‘thas been neglected,’’ that the 
audit here specifically ordered was not had 
since last July. According to Councilman 
Cole of the Ways and Means Committee, 
‘*‘the Treasurer got the committee to- 
gether whenever he wanted to cancel the 
coupons that had accumulated.’’ From 
this it appears that Treasury affairs were 
conducted on Ed Foerstel’s system, not 
according to that provided by the law 
which Comptfoller Stevenson was sworn

The fact is Ed Foerstel ran things to suit 
himself and the officials employed to guard 
the city’s interests shut their eyes to what 
now appears to have been a systematic and 
continuous robbery. Is there any differ- 
ence morally between supine neglect of 
the plain requirements of the law and a 


direct violation of it? 


Tue tenacity with which some Demo- 
crats adhere tothe no-extra-session plan 
or toan early session which shall be short 
and futile, is hard to understand.

His Estate More Than Enough to 
Liquidate All Liabilities. 


GUS MECHIN, ASSIGNEE, AND ADMIN- 
ISTRATOR O¥ EDDIE'S ESTATE 


Conference Wh'ch Lawyer MoDonald Held 
With Treasurer Foerstel Previous to 
the Expose—Judge Lubke, the Ex- 
Treasurer’s Attorney, Explains the 
Assigument—Yow Still in Town-—Mr. 
FYoerstel’s Condition. 


Michael Foerstel madean assignment this 
morning about 11 o’clock to Gus V. 8. Mechia 
of all his property and effects, for the benefit 
of his creditors generally. The property as- 
signed consists of lands, tenements, goods, 
chattels ang personal effects. 

The value ofthe real estate is placed at 
$200,0000n which there are deeds of trust ag- 
gregating $93,800. 

The stock of dry goods, » meats, 
vegetables, etc., is placed at $10,000; bills 
payable, $10,000; horses, wagons, harness, 
etc., 4,000; a lot of cattle, $1,000 and shares of 
stock, $2,000. 

This makes an aggregate value of the 
property assizned of $227,100. Judge George 
W. Lubke, who Is Mr. Foerstel’s attorney, 
was seen at his office in the Commercial 
Bullding, and when questioned regarding 
the assignment sald: 

‘*It was after mature reflection that I ad- 
vised Mr. Foerstel the best thing he could do 
was to makeanassignment. Yesterday just 
atthe time of the funeral of Eddie Foerstel a 
Constable levied an attachment on a suit 
brought by F. R. Rice & Co. on an Insig- 
nificant little bill of about $200, and as 
Mr. Foerstel was apprenensive that some 
other creditors might follow suit, an assign- 
ment was deemed the best way out of the 
dimculty.’’ 

‘*What are Mr. Foerstel’s liabilities?’’ 

**Outside of the incumbrances on the real 
estate I think about $15,000 would pay ali of 
his outstanding obligations. By this I mean 
his personal obligations, not including the 
deficit in the City Treasury. We hope to 
lay our hands on about $15,000 or 
$20,000 of Eddie’s property so that I am 
inclined to think we can reduce the City 
Treasury deficit to about $25,000 or $30,000. 
Yon can see then that Mr. Foerstel could 
easily meet his obligations, but the trouble is 
that he has no ready money.’’ 

**Will the assignees close the stores in 
Foersteivilie?’’ 

‘*No, he will take possession at once, and 
Mr. Mechin’s idea is to place someone in 


charge and continue torun the business, s0 
that there will be as little loss as possible. 
Mr. Mechin was selected as assignee, because 
he hag no laterest inthe matter, besides be- 
ing Well quaiified to act.’’ 

Judge Lubke further sald that Mr. Foerstel 
wasin hopes that his creditors would not 
foreclose their c:aims vDefore he was abie to 
right himself and have the assignee realize 
the full value of his property. 

The records inthe Recortier’s office show 
that Mr. Foerstel piaced mortgages on his 
property sijce last spring amounting to 
$65.00). The balance. of the incumbrances 
which appear in the assignment are, as 
Ju;ige Lubke explsins it, assumed ircam- 
brances on property which Mr. Foerstel 
bought and which have not been paid off as 


yet. 


FOERSTiL AND M’DONALD. 


W. T. Yow and Judre Lube Say Som- 
thing About Their Conferencs. 


It has transpired through the investigation

ARCHBISHOP RYAN. 


philadelphia’s Prelate Discusses the 


School Question. 

In @ published interview in the New 
York Wortp, the full force of which Is 
not comprehended generally, Archbishop 
Ryan comes out with a talk which will 
tosome extent check the attempted stam- 
pede under the leadership of Archbishop 
Ireland. 

Many of the friends, real friends, of the 
Archbishop fof St. Paul and his cause, are 
watching with silent disgust the impositions 
practiced by the leaders on that side of the 
school issue. No later than yesterday the 
papers of the country printed what purported 
to be a cablegram from Rome, showing the 
Pope’s satisfaction. There is every reason 
to believe that this is an invention, nota 
word of which came by cable. To the repre- 
sentations from st. Paul that the Satolll 
views were authorized and that no room was 
left for difference of opinion, Archbishop 
Ryan’s interview seems to make answer. He 
says: 

**The views of ecclesiastics, especially 
those ofthe distinguished Archbishop of St. 


Paul, have been quoted often. The visit 
of Archbishop Satoilll has revived interest in 
the school question. You have read no doubt 
the propositions submitted by Mar. Satolli at 
the recent meeting ofthe archbishops. The 
published accomnt is substantially correct. I 
will be glad if the people of the United states 
understand that the Catholic Church has no 
purpose other than to educate her children 
and to maintain her faith. All religious 
bodies ought tobe asone in sentiment in 
questions of education, There: is a com- 
mon enemy all must oppose and that ts igno- 
rance. The mother ol! vice is ignorance and 
to crush it should be the aim of good citizens. 
‘*The Catholic Church has always been the 
friend of popular education. Common 
schools for the instruction of the masses of 
the people were first founvied by the Church 
and the progress of knowledge is in accord 
with her long-settled policy. When I hear of 
antagonism between educational institu- 
tions, Ll feel that there should be instead the 
antagonism of emulation only.

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FOUND GUILTY. 


Interstate Commercs Act to Be Put to 
a Test. 


St. JOSEPH, Mo., Dec. 22.—Judge I. O. 
Parker of the United States Court yesterday 
assessed a fine of $2,000 each against 
Geo. W. Howell and Edward Tibbetts, 
who were § tried and convicted of 
violating the interstate commerce 
law before him at the last July term of the 
court, when he occupied Judge John F. 
Phillips’ place on the bench, and sentenced 
them to eighteen months’ imprisonment at 
hard labor in the Missouri Penitentiary. The 
attorneys for Howell and Tibbetts have filed 


notice ofan appealtothetSupreme Court of 
the United States. George W. Howellisa 
member of the big lumber firm of Howell 
Bros. engaged in business in Chicago and 
many cities and towns in Kansas, Nebraska, 
and Texas. In 1889 Howell Bros. conducted a 
large yard at Atchison, Kan., which was one 
of the principal shipping points. Tibbetts 
was then employed as weigher by 
the Western Weighing Association, and 
reported the weights upon the shipments 
made bythe lumber firm to pointsin Kansas 
and Nebraska. It was proven at the trial 
that an agreement was entered into between 
Geo. W. Howell and Tibbetts whereby 
the latter made short weight reports upon 
many ofthe cars and that other dealers were 
greatly discriminated against. This Is the 
first time in the history of 
litigation under the Interstate commerce act 
in which a conviction has been had for viola- 
tion of the criminal clauses of the act.

OaRacas, Veneruela. Dec. 22.—Senator Mor- 
gafi’é speech regarding Venezuela, delivered 
in the Senate at Washington in connection 
with the Mijares incident,caused expressions 
of surprise and indignation in Venezuela. It 
is criticised as being iil-timed ana unBecom.- 
ingamemberof the Senate Committee on 
' Foreign Affairs. The question is closed so far 
as the Red D Line’s steamer Philadelphia and 
Mijares fs concerned, but Gen. Crespo and 
Minister of Customs Pietrie say they have 
not receded from their original po- 
__eeteiee,.and shoulda Red D Line steamer 
Again Dring similar Venervelan criminals 
from Curacoa into Venezuelan jurisdiction 
the question will be raised again unless they 
are surrendered by the Captain. In tne event 
of a refusal te surrender the suspected per- 
sons, the Venezuelan Government will refuse 
to register the vessel. If after that refusal of 

registration the American Consul should 
clear the vessel, the consignors will be sub- 
jected to a heavy fine. 

Efforts are being made to consolidate the 
Bank of Venezuela with the Bank of Caracas 
and formanew institution to be known as 
the National Bank. The Minister of Finance 
bas reported favorably on the proposition. 

There was a great demonstration at La 
Guayra and Caracas on the arrival of Gens. 
Guerra, Quintanoand Fernandez from Los 
Andes and Gen. Mora from PuertoCabDello. A 
reception was given them, which was at- 
tended by all classes of citizens. Gen. Guerra 
reports the pacification of Los Andes and Za- 
mora. 

Gen. Orespo has ordered the release of 
Lauriano Villanteva, who was a candidate 
for President against Rojas Paul and Gen. 
Crespo himseif. Nearly ailthe political sus- 

ts imprisoned in Caracas in the early days 
of the Legalista triumph have been released. 

The French Government, on behalf of the 
French Cable Co., ts abouttofilea big claim 
against Venezuela for losses in tolls on ac- 
count of messages having been detained by 
Villegas, Mendoza and Pulida through their 
Cable censors during the war. 

A big fight is expected between the new 
Government andthe La Guayra Breakwater 
Oo., a British corporation, over a failure to 
complete the work. 

The Government is reconstructing the 
Rieta Cabello Lighthouse. 


CHILIAN AFFAIRS. 


MORE ARRESTS OF PLOTTERS AGAINST THE 
GOVERNMENT. 

VALPARAISO, Dec. 22.—Arrests of persons 
supposed to have been concerned fn the plots 
against the Governmentat Santiago continue. 
One of the most prominent prisoners Is a 
nephew of Archbishop Casonova.

MEXICO PROTESTS AGAINST THE CROSSING OF 
REVOLUTIONISTS FROM TEXAS. 


CITY oF MgExico, Dec. 22.—The State De- 
partment has prepared a formal complaint 
regarding the crossing of bandits from the 
United States to Mexican soil and of the dam- 
age they have caused, and requesting the 
American government to put a stop to such 
practices. Itis reported thata noteom the 
subject, couched in energetic language, will 
be presented to the United States govern- 
ment within a few days. It is not known 
whether Mexico will claim damages, though 
if is believed she will Go so later. 

Information was received here yesterday 
that Gen. Estrada, stationed at Mier, is miss- 
ing from his post of duty andis thought to 
have joined the revolutionists, whoare said 
to be marching toward the interior of 
Mexico. Itisknown that there was a battle 
onthe 17th on Mexican soil near Guerrero 
between Mexican troops and revolutionists, 
witha victory for the latter. Five soidiers 
were killed.

LINCOLN’3 ASSASSINATION RECALLED. 


Death of a Witness on the Trial of Mrs. 
Surratt. 


WaAStINGTON, D. C., Dec. 22.—One of the 
witnesses in the Surratt trial, an ex-police- 
man named Lloyd has just died in this city at 
the age of 68, About Dec. 1, 1664, he rented 
the old Surratt Tavern at Surrattville, Md.; 
and when the assassination of Lincoln oc. 
curred he was the landlord of that hostelry. 
Mrs. Surratt wasa frequent visitor to the 
estate, as were also Herold, Atzerodt and 
others ofthe Lincoln assissination con- 
spiracy. Here it was that rifles, ammuni- 
tion and rations were Kept ready 
for Wilkes Booth when he made 
his escape across the eastern branch 
after firing the fatal shot in 
Forda’s Opera-house. Booth went directly to 
Surrattsville and then down the river to 
Leonardtown, where he crossed the Potomac 
to the Virginia side. Booth was traced to 
Surrattsville, and knowing that he stopped 
at the old tavern, a guard of soldiers was 
placed about the house and Loge was kept a 
prisoner of war for some After Booth 
was shot ane Mrs. Surratt, erold and others 

was brought to this city and 
prison as a witness. was

ABANDONED A CONCESSION. 


London Capitalists Drop a Colonization 
Scheme. 

SAN FRANCISCO,Cal,, Dec. 22.—Private advices 
from London state authoritatively that the 
English syndicate of which Sir Edward 
Jenkinson, K.C. B., is president, called the 
Mexican Land and Colonization Oo., has 
decided to abandonits vast enterprise in 
Lower California, allowing a concession of 
18,000,000 acres of fertile land to lapse 


to the Mexican Government. This syndl- 
cate, composed of wealthy Londoners, 
lent severai iundreu thousand dollars to the 
original concessionaires, taking an assign- 
ment of the vast land franchise. To hold the 
land it was only necessary to build a railroad 
from San Quentin, Lower Cailfornia, to 
Yuma, Ariz., 300 milles, Part of this was 
built and the whole route was surveyed. An 
irrigation system was planned, and consider- 
able land wassold. The gvod steel ralis are 
covered with grass and the construction loco- 
motives are rusting away. An officer of the 
syndicate now here says the road would have 
been cumpleted, thoug! the cost would have 
been heavy, but for the Baring failure, The 
concession thus thrown away was to have 
been a pri, cipaiity with an autonomous gvv- 
erninent, and there was more than mere 
rumor in the recent story thatit was to af- 
ford tngland another naval station on the

CUBAN SUGAR CROP. 


Cane Ripened by Cold Weather and Grind- 
ing Commenced, 


HANANA, Dec, 22.—It is generally believed 
that before the close of the present month 
operations will be fairly under way on a ma- 
jority of the large sugar plantations on the 
island, The cool weather which bas recently 
prevailed throughout the island has tn some 
measure retarded the growth of the cane, 
but at the same time has -considerably 


hastened its ripening. A majority of the 
sugar factories at Sagua have improved 
their machinery during the 
season. The **Centrals’’ Convenio, 
at Caibarien; Las Bocas at Trinidad; 
Fortuna, at Guanajay; Santa Catalina, at 
M acuriges ; Parque Alto, at Cienfuegos, and 
Resolucion, at Sagua, have begun grindin 
There is a density inthe juice of over elgnt 
Gegrees. Asmall parce? of raw sugar, the 
first of the new crop to be marketed, has al- 
ready been rereived at Sagua. 

According to recent cablegrams from 
Madrid the Queen Regent has signed decrees 
establishing manufacturing duties on sugar 
and tovacco. Centrifugal and white-clayed 
suvars will pay on being removed from the 
warehouses of the plantations from which 
they are directly exported $1 per ton; 
Muscovados and molasses sugars 6d 
cents per ton. No tax will be levied 
on molasses. Instead of increasing the ex- 
port duties on tobacco as the government 
was requested to do by the manufacturers 
cigars will pay 40 cents per mille; cigarettes 
30 cents per mille cases; scraps, $1.1242 per 
kilos; leaf tobacco from the western part of 
the island 781-5 cents per 100 and that from 
the eastern part, 42 1-10 cents per hundred 
kilos. The fresh fruit exporters recently 
formed a kind of trust for the pur of con- 
trolling the exportations of such fruit and 
have already made the necessary arrange- 
ments,which will go into operation as soon as 
the pineapple Season opens. Since the first 
instant an excise duty of 1 cent per box of 100 
matches has been established.

The sad news has 
yet been conveyed tothe fathers of the 
littie imiand city,’ and it will be a 
cruel blow when a member of the General 
Assembly introduces a bili in the Lower 
House, providing forthe severance of the 
Agricultural College from the State Univer- 
sity. This question has been agitated before, 
but failed to carry owing to the lengthy letters 
published all over the State from the 
pen of Col. Wm. F. Switzler, then 
Chief of the Bureau of Statistics, 
citing the law, and recalling the contract 
that was drawn up by Maj. Rollins, the 
r of the State University, and pre- 
sented tothe General Assembly, which body 
entered intoa contract for the State with the 
citizens of Columbia, that in considera- 
tion of so much money the _ State 
Farm and college should be i per- 
™anently located in Columbia and 0be 
Operated in connection withthe State Uni- 
Yersity. Saline County wanted the farm, 
and when it wants anything it wants it badly. 
It was not satisfied with the manner in which 
the removal question was dropped, and re- 
Hewed the agitation with the hope of Iin- 
_ ‘teresting the State’s representatives to such 
@n extent that some action would be taken in 
regard to the re-location of the State Farm. 

About this time trouble broke outin the 
University. An investigating committee 
spent a week looking into the affairs of the 
State’s big eleemosynary institution, which 
finally terminated inthe expulsion of Presi- 
Gent S. S. Laws, Supt. Sanborn of the 
State Farm and the _ entire joard of 
Curators. The Governor had no recourses 
jinthe matterand so informed Dr. W. Pope 
| Yeaman of Coiumbia, who was then Prt®si- 
dent of the Board. ‘he General Assembiy, 
‘after hearing the reportof the committee, 
refused to make an appropriation for 
the maintenance of the University, 
uniess the Board of Curators, the President 
of the University and the superintendent of 
the State Agricultural College Farm, toox 
occagion to find something elise to do of their 

‘own accord, or were notified by his 
excellency to takea permanent vacation. 
Dr. Yeaman, in behalf of the Board of Cura- 
tors, forwarded the resignation of the board 
to the Governor, which was followed by 
Prof, eee and President Laws walking 
out. An propriation was then made by 
the Genera Asseinbiy of over $60,000, after 
which a new Board of Curators was appolint- 
ed. President Jesse of New Orleans was 
given charge of the university and Supt. Por- 
ter Was made Dean of the state Farm and 
College. 

Affairs at the educational seat of Missourl 
moved aes smoothiy until last winter, 
when the University building burned to the 
ground, together with the museum,.Dr.Laws’ 
famous elephant, Daboons and all. ftera 
scramble in the last General Assembly, 
which cost the citizens of Columbia over 
$50, the university was once more re- 
turned to the town. 

Peace Was restored. Now more trouble is 
brewing, and once more the quietude of this 
historic old town isto be ripped up the back 
by @ member of the Lower House, who, 
like many or his colleagues, has 
come to the conclusion that Columbia 

is NOt the right place for the State Farm. The 
bill will provide merely for the change of 
location, and not for the removal of the 
farm, asnocountyinthe State would have 
t and the State would probably have a dam- 
age suit on its hands if it suggestel the 
Gumping of such agricultural land into 
any county, save probably Reynolds. 
It is @ notorious fact that the major portion 
of the State Farm willl not grow buck brush, 
and nothing but a Rocky Mountain goat 
would attempt to scale the rugged mountain 
that looms up onthe southern horizon of the 
littie town thatis spread over five miles of 
territory at the foot of the state Farm's aegr!l- 
cultural mountain,

Notwithstanding the fact that with the 
close of what is called the legitimate racing 
season in the West, which of course means 
those meetings conducted by Western turf 
congress jockey clubs, three big winter 
meetings were inaugurated and are still in 
progress, most of the big Western racing 
strings have taken to winter quarters.

Trouble Between W. B. Mastin and Pas- 
tor Emith of the Third Baptist Church. 


The Baptists of Chattanooga, Tenn., are 
much disturbed bya fight between Rev. J. 
W. B. Mastin, ex-pastor of the Baptist 
Church of St. Elmo, a suburb of Chatta- 
nooga, and Rev. [{C. J. Jones, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church of Chattanooga... The 
trouble has a St. Louls end toit, for Mr. Mas- 
tin has not only filed a sult for libel 
against Mr. Jones, but he ' has 
also sworn out a United States 
Warrant against W. R. L. Smitn, D. D., the 
estimable pastor of the Third Baptist 
Church ofthis city, situated on Grand and 
Washington avenues. Mr. Mastin alleges 
that Dr. Smith wrote on the envelop ofa 
letter addressed to Mr. Jones, as follows: 
‘*At our pastors’ conference, I learned that 
he (Mastin) is an exeluded Meth. 
odist and ane all-around scamp.’’ 
Dr. Smithisat present troubled with family 
amMfliictions and he was not asked for a reply to 
Mr. Mastin’s charges. Rev. W. H. Williams, 
D.D., editor of the Central Baptist, said that 
Dr. Smith did nothing which laid him open 
to federal prosecution. We said that Mastin 
had himself called to a Chattanooga 
church on the statement that 
he had been assistant pastor 
at the Second and Third Kaptist Churches of 
this city. Mastip’s conduct became such 
that his record wasinquired Into, and Kev. 
Mr. Jones wrote Dr. Smithto learn whether 
Mastin had helt! the St.Louls positions which 
he Claimed he had. 
Dr. Smith answered in the negative. At 
torney Slias B. Jones, whois a deacon of the 
Third Baptist Church, expressed the belief 
that Dr. Smith did not place Mastin’s 
name on the back of the envelope and aid 
not therefore offend against the Federal 
laws. He sald that no Federal warrant 
issued In Tennessee could be served on Dr, 
Smith unless approved by the Federal com- 
missioner of the district and by Judge 
‘thayer. Dr. Smit ts the successor of ‘Dr. 
Greene in the pastorate ofthe Third Church 
and is very highly regarded by allwho know 
him. Mastin, on the other hand, is con- 
demned by prominent Baptists who gay they 
know more about him than they care to tell,
